It has shown, 
for example, that, however strong 
may be the ties between Canada 
and the United Kingdom, there 
also are tremendously strong ties 
between that Dominion and the 
United States. -Australia, too, 
has had reason to discover that, 
in the future as well as at present, 
her national integrity must 
continue to depend to a very 
great extent on American good- 
will. Without the active assistance 
of the United States, the’ Aus- 
tralian continent by this time 
would have been almost 
certainly at the mercy of 
Japan.

in the Bernadette Hall, Rathmines; 
the first Children’s Book Week in 
this country. In Britain, the 
National Book: Council has had 
great success with projects of this 
nature. The whole thing~ began 
in 1941, when it was decided to 
hold a children’s book exhibition 
at Malden, Surrey. It was decided, 
in the first place, that, in order to 
avoid a “ school atmosphere,” the 
centre of the exhibition should be 
the local public library. Interest- 
ing speakers were engaged to talk 
to the boys and girls on such 
subjects as “Thrills of Sea 
Travel” and “Children of 
China”; and combined with the 
talks was an exhibition of new 
books, which the children were 
allowed to handle and even read. 
As far as possible, speakers and 
organisers attempted to instil into 
their young audiences one idea: 
“Books are fun.” The interest 
of the children was aroused by 
the speakers; they were shown 
how best to use the library, and 
how to follow up any subject 
which engaged their attention; 
they were persuaded, by demon- 
stration, that reading could be 
something more than a tiresome 
school exercise, and that enter- 
tainment was not to be found 
only in their own “penny 
dreadfuls.” It is impossible to 
estimate the result, in the long 
run, of such activities; but the 
immediate effect has been proved 
to be considerable. Teachers have 
witnessed a sudden awakening of 
interest in children who have 
visited a local book exhibition, 
and librarians have reported 
increased memberships and issues 
in the junior sections. In many 
cases, even quite ordinary boys 
and girls have asked that weekly 
book talks should. be organised 
for them at school. With such 
an encouraging record of. success 
across the Channel, the children’s 
book week is now to try its luck 
in Ireland. Next week, from 
Tuesday to Friday, in the 
Bernadette Hall, lectures specially 
designed for children. will be 
given every afternoon, and an 
exhibition will be held of books 
of all kinds. The Minister for 
Education has agreed to confer 
his official blessing by opening 
the exhibition; we trust that all 
teachers and parents will show 
equal interest in a most worth- 
while project.

THE WOOD AGE 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—I have read your report 
regarding the active constructive 
efforts of the National Planning 
Exhibitors with great pleasure and 
interest. 

By going outside it, I and many 
Others have had a choice of seeing 
what our own house really looks 
like. Many who have been outside 
it for a considerable period, and 
have had the opportunity of viewing 
it from different angles, believe that 
the greatest future in the world lies 
within our four provinces, 

This belief is not mere sentimen- 
tality: it is based on a practical 
study of hard facts. I and others 
who have had the opportunity of 
periodical visits home during the 
ten years prior to the war have 
been very struck by the economic 
improvement of the mass of the 
Irish workers. The economic security 
promised in the 1916 Declaration 
“the right of the people of Ireland 
to the ownership of Ireland,” re- 
iterated in 1919, may still be an 
economic unreality, but definite pro- 


our great national handicap—lack 
of mineral wealth. 

I feel sure that this active and 
progressive body of planners are 
exploring every avenue to circum- 
vent this. great lack, that they 
realise the necessity of a determined 
policy of scientific reafforestation, 
which will ag immediate erpploy- 
ment- and lay the foundation of 
mineral wealth.

Stronger, weight for ‘weight, than 
either steel or aluminium. - 

The necessary timber for these 
marvels will take many years to 
develop, but suitable timber . for 
wood pulp can be grown in a com- 

ative short time. And the 
derivatives from wood pulp. will 
greatly stimulate our dominant in- 
dustries. The sulphide — wastes 
utilised to produce alcohol will help 
to supply our petrol requirements, 
while the basis of synthetic rubber 
is. butadiene, a derivative of 
alcohol. 

Our present Government realise 
the potential wealth of timber, but 
we exiles. feel that they have only 
nibbled at it. It is no use sendin 
men out on “existence wages” of 
25/- a week. Planning geared to

Self-Government 


A move is being made to obtain 
an all-part yagreement in favour of 
a limited degree of self-government 
for Scotland after the war, on the 
lines. of the present Northern 
Ireland system. . Mr. William 
Leonard, M.P., for St. Rollox, who 
is chairman of the committee of 
distinguished Scotsmen and Scots- 
women behind the idea, states that 
they are far from unappreciative of 
the work done within the existing 
constitutional framework by Mr. 
fom Johnston, M.P., the present 
Secretary of State for Scotland, but 
they cannot regard the system as an 
adequate substitute for a reasonable 
measure of devolution, and call 
special attention to the particular 
circumstances likely to arise after 
the war, particularly in view of the 
‘Atlantic Charter and the world- 
wide negotations envisaged by it. 
“ There must, of course, be no 
interference with the free flow of 
trade between Scotland’ and 
England,” says Mr, Leonard, “and 
no border, but there are many 
questions of policy which should 
formulated by  Scotsmen 
acquainted with Scottish conditions 
and are not so formulated to-day.” 
He and his friends propose a 
Scottish Legislature and Govern- 
ment to deal with domestic affairs, 
and that Scottish representation at 
Westminster should be retained.

By the way, one of the most in- 
teresting exhibits for me was not an 
exhibit at all. It was an astonish- 
ingly simple contraption, whereby 
Miss Mary Keating, who is in 
charge of the catering, is able to 
boil incredible quantities of Water 
for tea, not by means of any kind 
of glimmer, but merely by the burn- 
ing of quantities of ordinary paper. 
Ask her how it is done.

Caboage takes a lot out c i 
the ground, and although sprit 
cabbage takes less than the summer} 
kinds it would be advisable to 
manure the ground before re- 
cropping it. 

Peas, kidney beans, or celery, or 
all three, if there is room, might 
well succeed the cabbage, the _ 
to be sown at once, the kidney 
beans in ten days or so, and the 
celery to be planted out early in 
June. By getting the celery trench 
ready now it would be possible to 
take a crop of lettuce out of the 
trench before it is needed for the 
celery. The manuring for celery is 
so liberal that what the lettuce 
would remove would never 
missed. Lettuce plants, not seed, 
should be put in the trench. The 
iow mounds of soil thrown out of 
‘the trench when excavating it need 
not remain bare. It will not be 
required until September, so that 
it can carry in the meantime a 
crop of lettuce or kidney beans. | 
The line of peas, after jt is staked, 
may have a line of lettuce planted 
on each side of it, quite close to 
the stakes. This will not interfere 
with the picking of the peas. 


ALTERNATING 

A bed of lettuce planted out 
just now can be intercropped with 
onions. The lettuce will be planted 
in lines 1ft. apart, and in the space 
between the lines can be planted a 
line of onion plants, which have 
been raised under glass and are 
just now fit for planting out. The 
bed will then have alternate lines 
of lettuce and onions at 6ins. 
apart. In order to further economise 
space the lines of lettuce can be 
planted with only eight inches be- 
tween the plants, and alternate 
plants used just before they heart, 
so as to give the others room to 
heart fully. This close  inter- 
cropping will entail hand-weeding 
and the use of á very narrow hoe; 
also the alternate Jettuces must be 
taken out in good time, or the 
whole crop will be injured by over- 
crowding. As lines of peas are 
finished they should be cleared «and 
replanted with a vegetable of the 
cabbage tribe, which will provide 
a good rotation, and, if the ground 
were well prepared for the peas, 
no further manuring will be neces- 
sary. The roots of peas, which are 
rich in nitrogen, should be dug in. 

Room has to be found for leeks 
later. and they might follow aarly 
cauliflowers or cabbage, but will 
require a heavy manuring. It will 
soon be time to plant out Brussels 
sprouts, which give much better 
results with early planting. As these 
must be spaced at least 2 ft. apart, 
it is quite. feasible to grow a let- 
tuce between each pair of sprout 
plants and a line of lettuce be- 
tween alternate lines of sprouts. As 
potatoes are lifted, the ground 
vacated by them should be at 
once occupied by various winter 
greens, for the growine of which 
it is in admirable condition with- 
out further treatment, providin 
the potatoes were weil “spn 
The intercropping outlined can 
successfully carried out only if the 
round is in thoroughly good 
eart.
